On July 7, 1950, Colonel Turner advised that he had 
spoken to the 031 District Conmander covering Robins Field, and 
that the District Covynander stated this matter had been called 
to his attention by the Commanding General of Robins Air Force

OSI Headquarters and that Major Zubala has been advised concerning 
the provisions of the Delimitations Agreement and instructed ^ 
to abide thereby in the future.

Rosenberg got in -touch -with me and I met him on the street somewhere in the 
city* At that time I furnished Julius Rosenberg with an unsealed enveltgM 
containing the Information I had been able to gather concerning the atomic 
bonb, as well as a eotq)le of sketches of the molds which make vp the atom 
bcmb* To the best of my recollection, the information I furnished Rosenberg 
concerning the atom bomb at that time is substantially as follows i 

"Ihe atomie bcmb is made -cq> of 36 pentagonal-shaded molds, Nhen all 
set together, the molds form a sphere made of a high esdlosive, with a ball of 
plutonium in the eoiter* Inside the plutonium is a sphere of beryllim* A barium 
plastic shi^ is in between the plutonium and the hl^ explosive* The hl^ 
acplosi-re has two detonators for each high eaq)loslve segment* Ihe detonaton 
are connected to a number of condensers, possibly ^out 36 or 72* Die con- 
densers are also oall^ capacltators* Ihe munber Of detonators is twice the 
ntmiber of molds and the mmber of condensers is equal in nustber to the detonaton* 
Die beryllium has a hollow center* Ihe beryllium has a nonber of oone-ehaped- 
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"holes Ui it* Ihe apex of each cone is tovrard the periphery of the bezylUiaa^ 

The b^Uium is gold-plated ifhlch prevents it Arom enltting neutrons* The 
detonation of the high explosive causes the plutonium to be crushed or Imploded 
aiuf th^efore Increases the number of plutonium neutrons 'nhich are A^e* 

The bexyllium €pso becomes Is^Xoded and the beryllium neutrons are Jetted 
out through the cones Into the mass of plutonium lAiich sets off the chain 
re^tion of the plutonium vhich results in an atomic esqplosion* 

"I do not know whether Rosenberg read the above information or idiat 
disposition he made of it* He did not give me any money for the infonnatioa 
at that time* The war was over at that time and I was hoping to be discharged 
from the army in the near future^ Rosenberg at that time attanpted to persuade 
me to continue my employment at the* Los Alamos atom bonh project In a civilian 
capacity after such time as I should be discharged from the Army* 1 declined 
to follow this advice^ inasmuch as I desired to return to my hone in New fork 
City. 

•Shortly after my discharge from the army February 28, 1946, I returned 
to my hose in New fork City and 'after a few months became associated in business 
with Julius Rosenberg, He and I and others were partners in the Q & R Ihgineering 
Ccmpany, New York City, in 1946, and continued that arrangement when that 
company was taken over by the Pitt Biachine Products Ccmpany, l&icorporated.

Julius cauticxied me against sticking out my neck in 
getting the information for him and said I should be very careful not to be 
obvious, Ify wife and Ethel were listening to the conversation between Julius 
and myself and were also talking between themselves. Toward the end of the 
evening and before we left Julius* apartment, Julius got cvt the side of a Jello 
box. TOiUe Rith, Ethel and I watched, Julius cut the side of tho Jello box Into 
two parts, with a pair of scissors. He cut the aide about half way throu^ 
perpendicularly and then continued the rest of the cut at about a 45 degree angle. 
He banded me the portion with the pointed edge. 


"Julius then aald that Anne would he given the other porti<to of the 
side of the Jello box. He thm said that Anne would meet either Ruth or me in 
ft^nt of one of the main theaters in Denver, Colorado at such time as I would 
have information that ho wanted about the Los Alamos atom bomb project. He gave 
me the Imgueaslon that these arrangements were tentative. He told me that Atme 
had been there that night so she could identify us, and we could recognise her.

to the early part of November 1944, one evening I visited Julius 
wsenbezg andNj^s wife Ethel at their heme, GE^ll 10 Monroe Street, New 
York City. Ethe^NJoseriberg is my husband's sister. On the evening in 
question, Julius ^denberg knew that I Intended to visit my husband David 
in Albuquerque, New Mexico about November 29, 1944. During the course of

^'Because' I was very reluctant to do what Julius Rosenberg 
requested me to do, his wife Ethel Rosenberg, who was present during this 
conversation, told me that I should at least ask my husband David if he 
wo\ild furnish this type of information to the Russians, I was very 
reluctant to do what Julius and Ethel Roaenberg requested me to do, but 
they finally persuaded me to ask David if he would be willing to famish

"At a later date, prior to ny departure for Albuquerque, New 
Ifexico, Julius Rosenberg gave me about $150 to help pay the eapenaes of 
my trip.

First I lived 
In a hotel and then I stayed at the apartnent of a friend of David's vhose 
vlfe had gone back East. Wlien David’s ftrlend'e vlfe returned from the East, 

I then vent to a hotel to llvt until I finally obtained the apartnent at 209 
Rorth High Street, Albuquerque, Rev Mexico. David only came on veek-ends. 

"One Sunday noml^ in Jhne, 19^5, a 'nan cane to our apartnent at 
209 Rorth High Street, Albuquerque, Rev Mexico and said be vas Dave froo 
Pittsburgh, This nan gave my husband David the natchlng half of the ^ellm 
box side. This nan told David vhat information he vanted and David vrote doro 
the infoimtion requested and told this man to come back later. This mm returned 
Inter that same day, at vhlch tl^ David gave hln sone Vritten information 


David vere talking about because It 
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"and In return David received a sealed cnvelc^ from this man. X recall that 
David and this man discussed how the atom bomlb vas detonated and that this 
man told Dnvld that be vas a chemical engineer. I also recall that David 
and this xinknovn man discussed lenses and high-speed cameras. This unlmovn man 
also Indicated to David and me that he might return at a later date and he 
vanted Information from David along the same lines as David had given him. 

He also vanted to knov the canes of the pec^le at Los Alanos vho vere Inclined 
to he 'leftist.* I think that David gave this nan the names of such people 
vorklng at Los Alamos. 


"After this man recelved’thls Information, ve all left the apart- 
ment and ve valked to the front of the USO building In Albuquerque. Ve left 
this nan In ftront of the USO building and David and I returned to our apart- 
ment. Ve opened the envelope vhlch this man had given David and discovered 
that It contained $500. The taking of the money made David and me feel vorse 
because It vas nov apparent that ve vere not Just passing Information but 
rather that, ve vere being paid for it. 


"VThen Dr. Klaus Fuchs vas arrested, Julius Rosenberg cane to our 
apartment and told David and me that the man vho had contacted us In 
Albuquerqpxe, Nev Mexico, In Jxine, 19^5 vould be the next one to be picked iq> 
and that 'they* vere going to contact this man to tell him to keep quiet. 


"On May 23, 1950, Julius Rosenberg cane to our apartment vith a copy 
of a nevspaper vhlch I think vas the Nev York 'Herald Tribune* in vhlch 
appeared a photograph of one Harry Gold vho had been arrested In Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania by. the FBI. JUllus Rosenberg told us that this Barry Gold vas 
the man vho had contacted us in Albuquerque, Nev Mexico. Julius Rosenberg then 
told us that ve had to leave the United States because sometime betveen June 
12 and June l6, 1950 something vould happen to us. Julius Rosenberg vanted 
David and me to take our tvo children vlth us to the Soviet Union. Julius 
Rosenberg vas going to obtain United States passports for us. Julius 
Rosenberg said 'My friend tells me before you get a passport you have to get 
Injected against smallpox. * Julius Rosenberg vanted us to get a doctor to 
give us a false letter stating that ve had received such a smallpox 
Innoculatlon, David and I refused to do this. Julius Rosenberg then told us 
that he voiild get his doctor vho lives in Knickerbocker Village, Nev York 
City, to prepare such a letter for himself and for us. 

Vullus Rosenberg advised us to leave everything ve had In o\ir 
apartment at Rivlngton Street and to Just take our clothing vlth us ^d go to. - 
Mexico City, Mexico, At Mexico City, ve vere to rent a house and afte^ 
living there one month ve vere to vrlte- to the Soviet Consulate at Mexico 
City, Mexico, \islng a name vhlch Julius Rosenberg gave \is but vhlch I do not 
recall at tlie present time, and about three da^ vs vere to. meet 
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"someone la fjraat of a statue In a park In Mexico City, Ifexlco* After this 
meeting, ve vere to travel by boat to Europe and proceed to either 
Berne, Svitzerland or sooe other city In Europe, the name of vhlch I do not 
recall, vbere ve would again contact the Soviet Consulate there by letter 
itnfl three days later ve vould meet someone In front of a statue In a park 
In the European City. At this point our transportation to the Soviet Union 
vould be arranged for us . Julius Rosenberg told us that he thou^t that It 
was a golden cqoportunity for us to go to the Soviet Union. At this blme 
Julius Rosenberg gave David and me $1,000 In cash consisting of old $10 and 
$20 bills, $500 of this I put in a special checking account at the 
Manufacturers Trust Company located at Grand and Horfolk Streets, Rev York 
City, the balance was used to ^y some debts and household expenses, 

"About June 2, 1950, Julius Rosenberg returned to our apartment and 
gave David and me $4,000 in cash, consisting of old $10 and $20 bills. This 
money was to be used by us for our fll^t from the United States. At this 
time Julius Rosenberg promised us an additional $2,000 which we never 
received from him* 

"I would nv** to it clear that at the time we received the 
$5,000 from Julius Rosenberg we never intended to leave the United States 
becavise this is our country and we want to stay here and live here and 
raise our children. I would like to point out that we accepted the money 
from Julius Rosenberg because David said that If Julius suspected that we 
would not leave the United States that some physical harm might come to us 
or our children. 

"I have read the foregoing statement consisting of this page 
and other pages and I have Initialled the bottom of each page and 
every correction. I say that this statement is true to the best of my 
knowledge and belief.

SA ROBERT J. LAMPHE3ffi and Assistant Director HUGH H. CLEGG 
Interviewed EMIL JULIUS KLAUS FUCHS at Wornwood Scrubs Prison, London, 

England, and FUCHS executed the following signed statement: ^ • 

Wormwood 'Scrubs Prison 
London, .England 

"I, IMIL JULIUS KLAUS FUCHS, a prisoner In Wormwood ScA^^^ 
penal institution in London, England, do hereby make this statement, fireely 
and voluntarily, with no promises or threats having been made to me, and I . 
have been specifically informed that I do not have to waifp any statement of 
any kind whatsoever. 

"This statement is made to HUGH H. CLEGG, who has been identified 
to me as an Assistant Director, and to ROBERT J. LAMPHESE, who has been 
identified to me as a Special Agent, both being Identified as officers of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, United States Department of Justice 
of Washington, District of Columbia, U.S.A* I am making this statement in 
the presence of the two aforesaid officers and WnXIAM JAMES SKARDON, whom 
I know to be an officer of the Security Service of the United Kington. 

"I was bom in Russelshelm, Germany, on December 29, 
became a naturalized citizen of the United Kingdom on August 7, 1942. I 
came to England arriving on September 24, 1933. In May, 1941, I accepted 
employment at the University of BlrmlnghM in England as a scientist on 
atomic energy research development. When I learned of the purpose of this 
research work,. I decided and planned to furnish information concerning this 
work to and for the benefit of the thilon of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
hereinafter referred to as the Soviet Union, and, in order to effectuate 
this plan, in early 1942 I personally contacted an individual in T??r»gi 
whom I knew to be active in communistic affairs and he was favorable to the 
Soviet Union. I made known to him ny availability and readiness to. furnish ■ 
confidential and classified information and my occupational affiliation which 
gave me access to such types of information relating to atomic energy research. 
The person so contacted arranged for me to meet another individual, also in 
England, whom I later personally met in. 19^*2. On one occasion in 1942 I met 
tMs latter individual, known to me aS^LEXAMDER, at the Soviet Embassy in 
London, England. IXirlng my meetings with ALEXAHIER, I furnished to him in -- 
19«. lnfonna*bloii Includi n g vrlttcn daxa concerning a'toBzilc energy research 
which I knew to be classified and confidential, ^d for the puipose of such 
Infozmation being furnished to the Soviet Union as an aid in promoting atcmlc 
energy research and development in and for the §ovlet Union, Through and at 
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"the instigation of Alexander, 1 established personal contact vlth a vonaa 
whose name I do not know and whom I met near Banbury in Oxfordshire, 

England, somctlDe in 1942. I delivered confidential and restricted information 
to this woman, for the continued benefit of the Soviet Union, ftxm 1942 
until near the end of 1943. My atomic energy research eiqployneht was under 
the auspices of the British Government. 


"When X learned in 1943 that I was being officially assigned to 
go to the United States as a part of an official British Mission to work 
with the Manhattan Engineer District on atomic energy research development, X 
Informed my contact, the aforesaid woman, of this assignment and she sub- 
sequently informed me how to make contact in the Itoited States with an 
individual for the purpose of continuing my activities of furnishing, for 
the benefit of the Soviet Union, additional confidential liiformation 
relative to atomic energy research in the United States, Her instructions 
were to the effect that X should on a certain day at a specified place in 
New York City, New York, U, S« A«, meet an individual who would be wearing 
gloves and would have an additional pair of gloves in his hands> while I 
would have a ball in my own hand. This meeting was, according to her in- 
structions, to be made on a street in New York City at a stated time. If 
the meeting was not effected initially as planned, a further meeting woiild 
be attempted at a designated later date. 


"In keepliig with instructions, I proceeded by ship to the United 
States with other members of the official Mission from England, arriving 
at Newport News, Virginia, on December 3, 1943. Within three or four days 
I arrived in New York City, taking \xp residence first at the Taft Hotel, 
later at the Borbizon Plaza Hotel, and later at an apartment at 12d West 
77bh Street. I took up employment as a scientific consultant as a part 
of the British Mission, assigned to the Manhattan Engineer District, and 
engaged in research development and activities relating to atomic energy. 


"As agreed upon during the meeting with the aforementioned woman 
in England, I went to the designated meeting place on the lower East Side, 
Manhattan, New York City, New York, where, to the best of recollection, 
around Christmas 1943, I met an individual at the time and on the day 
previously agreed upon. He was wearing gloves and carried an additional 
pair of g]^ves in his hand and I had a tennis ball in my band. We exchanged 
desi^ate^ identification words and I gave ray correct name and he used the 
name OK^aymond in making initial Introductions. Raymond esqpressed his 
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"pleasure at teliig chosen for such an ii!3>ortaiit assignment. ^ suggested 
to me to make certain, in keeping future meeting assignments, that I 
vas not being folloved. During this or the next succeeding meeting with 
Haymond, atomic energy and the development of an atomic bca&b were 
discussed by referring to these terms In a general way. 

"I was motivated in keeping this meeting by a ceslre to aid the 
Soviet Iftilon, I considered Raymond's status as an agent intermediary, 
acting for and In behalf of the Soviet Onion in keeping with the plans 
aforementioned, which were initiated in England. 

"At and during this first meeting with Raymond In New York Clty^ 
we agreed vpon an early subsequenl; meeting and the time and place f or sush 
meeting. In order that I could furnish to Raymond highly confidential 
and classified documents or information concerning atomic energy research 
and development under the control of the Manhattan Engineer District* 

"A subsequent meeting between Raymond and myself, in keeping with 
arrangments, was held In Manhattan, New York City, in the vicinity of the 
Queensboro Bridge approach as we walked under this bridge during this 
meeting, which was held after dark. IThls meeting occurred during the 
early p^ of 1944. 


"On another occasion during the first half of 194k, I met Raymond 
by prearranged agreement between us, on the street near a subway station, 
possibly the "Museum" station on Central Park West in New York City, 

Raymond usvially suggested the meeting places, but I believe I suggested 
this meeting place because it was near my place of residence on 77th 
Street, 

"Another time, by prearranged agreement, in 1944 I met Raymond 
in the Bronx, New York City. This meeting was near a cinema, I believe, 
on Grand Concourse In the vicinity of 159th Street or l6l8t Stxect. 

"I believe I recall another personal contact between Raymond and 
myself in Queens, Hew York City, in 1944. 

"There were held about five or six meetings between Raymond and 
myself in New York City during the period from scoetime shortly after 
my arrival there In December, 1943, to sometliae prior to my departure 
in August, 1944, from New York City for Los Alamos, New Mexico, for 
official assignment on the atomic energy project there. 
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"There was one other arrangement for my meeting with Raymond In 
1944 in Brooklyn, New York, on a street location near some large buildings 
and where there was heavy traffic. This designated place may he on 
Eastern Parkway, hut the meeting did not occur as 1 failed to see Raymond, 
although I was there. 

"At all the meetings between myself and Raymond no other person 
accompanied me and I observed no one who seemed to know Raymond. Most 
of these meetings between Raymond tfhd nyself were arranged by us to occur 
after dark. 


"Upon my official assignment with members of the British Mission, 
under the overall control of the Manhattan Engineer District in New York, 

I, with other scientists, was in research in connection with the development 
of certain methods for the production of fissionable material. In 
connection with this, I prepared certain classified documents as part of the 
British Mission prior to my departure for Los Alamos, New Mexico, in 
August, 1944. I personally furnished all of the original drafts of 
those documents directly to Raymond, with the intent and purpose that he 
serve as an intermediary in the eventual transmittal of such documents to 
and for the benefit of the Soviet Union. These documents were delivered 
to Raymond by me In groups of one or more at most of the aforementioned 
prearranged meetings, which I had with Raymond in New York City 

1944, 

"In addition to the foregoing during my meetings with Raymond, 
as above mentioned, I furnished to Raymond information which had come to 
my knowledge, by virtue of ny official employment and work \mder the 
overall control of the Manhattan Engineer District. This Information 
which I furnished to Raymond, included the fact that a large production 
plant was to be built in the Southeastern part of the United States 
for the production of fissionable material, and that this plant was 
to use two different processes, which I named, in the production of 
fissionable material. I also orally advised Raymond of the identities 
of certain leading research personnel on atomic energy projects. 

"In keying with official instructions received by me, I was 
transferred to Los Alamos, New Mexico, where I arrived on or obout August 
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" 14 , 1944, for work on the atomic energy project theii 

and overall 8\5>ervlslon of the ifanhattan Engineer District. At Los Alamos 
I was provided a place of residence on the United States Government 
restricted area in a dormitory and took up employment as a physicist in 
the Theoretical Division of the Laboratory. By virtue of my work, my 
associations in connection with my work and the availability of confidential 
and classified official documents, I developed, received and had access 
to evidential, classified information of an official character. I 
remalheV^ such en^iloynent at Los Alamos until about June 16, 1946 . During 
this pert«4j^officlal ei^ployment J. made a -^j^t to the heme of my sister, 
Mrs. IOrlste^^e 4 .neman, and her husband, Roberuwelneman, on Lakevlew Avenue, 
Cambridge, fessachusetts , I arrived at my sister's home on or about 
February I3, 1945 , and remained there on a visit until about February 22 , 

1945. 


"Shortly after ray arrival in Cambridge I was visited by Raymond, 
who asked me for additional information concerning my work at the Atomic 
Research Project .at Los Alamos . I told him I would prepare in writing 
this material and made arrangements to meet him a few days later in 
Boston. These arrangements were made without the knowledge of my sister 
and her husband, who were not present during ny discussion with Raymond and 
had no knowledge of its purpose. At the agreed upon tine I did meet Raymond 
in Boston, Massachusetts, at a place fairly near the Charles River and hear 
a large public -type of building, reasonably close to what is known as 
North Station, I there delivered to Raymond a written report, which I 
had prepared in longhand consisting of about six or more pages, in which I 
had set forth confidential and classified information and data which I had 
received in connection with my employment at Los Alamos. This dealt 
with the whole problem of making on otomic bomb from fissionable material 
as I then knew the problem. This document included infoimatlon known to 
me regarding the method of detonating an atomic bomb and other highly 
secret and technical information regarding the construction of an atcmlc 
bomb. I wrote this statement in my own handwriting and in English, and 
1 Intended that it should be delivered by Raymond through channels so as 
to reach physicists in the Soviet Uhlon who would understand the technical 
language of the r^ort. 
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”1 again net Raynone In Santa Pe, Nev Mexico, in June of 19^5, 
the arrangements for this meeting having heen made at the Boston 
meeting, mentioned above. We net on Alameda Street, and X then got 
my cor and ve drove out a lane to a deserted spot where we continued our 
meeting. At this meeting, I delivered to Raymond a written report, which 
I had personally prepared In longhand. This Included a description of 
an atomic bcmb, which was to be tested at Alamogordo, a sketch of the 
bomb and Its conponents with Important dimensions indicated, and a written 
description of various Important technical aspects of the bomb. I 
orally Informed Raymond, while we were In the car, the types of eaqplosive 
to be used in the detonating of the bomb, the fact that the Trinity test 
was to be made, with the approximate site indicated, and information as 
to the Intensity of the e3q)loslon measured In relation to THT e:q)losive 
force. 



**By prearrangement I again net Raymond In Santo Fe a few months 
later, I believe possibly In September. At this meeting I delivered to 
Raymond another written report, which detailed information concerning the 
Trinity test, which had been held at Alamogordo. 1 also furnished in 
the report certain other technical information which I had obtained from 
my work on the Atomic Research Project at Los Alamos. I fully intended 
in transmitting this report to Raymond that he should, in turn, transmit it so 
as to reach the Soviet Union* 


"I returned to England in the summer of 1 ^ and took 
employment at the Atomic Research Project at Harwell, England. After my 
return to England, I was again in contact with persons whose real 
identities I do not know, but whom I contacted with the Intent of furnishing 
to the Soviet Union information concerning atomic research developments. 

To these persons I furnished additional information concerning atomic 
research, which I had come in possession of, both in the United States and 
England, including certain reseawh being made on the problem of 
detonating a nuclear boob. My last contact In this respect was in February 
of 19I^9.
